IN entering upon the second fall season 
since the establishment of protected prices we 


| beg leave to call attention to the fact that 


with few exceptions prices are well main- 
tained throughout the United States. The 
general satisfaction attending the working of 


| the new system has been marked, and dealers 
| everywhere are looking forward so hopefully 
| to a business season under conditions which 
| afford them reasonable return for their cap- 
some trivial cause, more frequently for no | 


ital and labor, that little thought is given to 
the fact that there are still a few undersellers. 
The only danger in this situation is that in 


| some instances vigilance may be so far re- 


laxed as to permit the chief underseller to 
secure stock where he has hitherto failed, 
and it is to prevent this that we are address- 
ing the trade at this time. The fact should 
not be lost sight of that the underseller re- 
ferred to is still active, and although it may 
appear that less importance attaches to his 
attitude as time passes, it is still necessary to 
prevent him so far as possible from securing 
stock. 

While he has managed to secure many of 
the new books his general stock is practically 
nothing, and it is only by a stretch of the 
imagination that he can be called a dealer in 
books. His efforts to secure stock in bulk 
have been so frequently baffled that at present 
he is picking up books in lots of five and ten 
copies each of small dealers, and for this 
purpose has enlisted the services of one or 
two commission men who are well known in 
the book business. 

These agents have appeared in the West 
as well as in New England and the Middle 
States, but dealers should have no difficulty 


} in recognizing them, and if this Association 


is given proper support few books will be 
Should such an agent 
try to arrange for the purchase of books 
kindly send us his name and we will under- 
take to see that his future usefulness is seri- 
ously interfered with. In this we shall have 
the hearty support of the dealers pf the coun- 
try, as they will hardly be willingfto purchase 
of a salesman, no matter what his line is, 
who is so regardless of their interest as to 
give assistance to the underseller. 

It is possible also that during the fall the 
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underseller may try to buy in quantity 
through “dummy” dealers as he has done 
before with more or less success, but we be- 
lieve that the publishers and jobbers in the 
light of the experience of the past year and 
a half can be relied on to frustrate these at- 
tempts, and if the smaller dealer will do his 
part well the underseller’s prospect for a fall 
stock is not considered bright.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Orrin S. Coox, who for fifteen years has 
held a responsible position with Silver, Bur- 
dett & Co., died at his home in Chicago on 
July 30. The publishers send us this word, 
and write very appreciatively of Mr, Cook’s 
work for education and his personal charac- 
teristics, which had earned him many friends 
throughout the trade. 


Georce Dauztet, the foundc: of the firm of 
engravers known throughout the world as 
the “Dalziel Brothers,” died in England, on 
Monday, August 4, at the advanced age of 
eighty-seven. George Dalziel, the son of 
Alexander Dalziel, an artist of Wooler, 
Northumberland, was born on December 1, 
1815. For over half a century the Dalziel 
Brothers were in the first rank of London en- 
gravers, but the popular introduction of the 
various processes of reproducing illustrations 
by photographic means almost banished wood 
engraving, and in 18903 George Dalziel and 
his brother retired from the concern which 
by their skill and enterprise they had success- 
fully created and maintained. Mr. George 
Dalziel possessed considerable literary gifts, 
and several volumes of poems and short sto- 
ries by him have been published from time 
to time. 


Dr. Leorotp SCHENK, author of the epoch- 
making book “Determination of Sex,” died 
at Vienna, on August 18. Dr. Schenk was 
born at Ilemeny, Hungary, on August 23, 
1840. He was for many years regarded as an 
authority in physiology and embryology, and 
for twenty-three years was director of the 
Embryological Institute in Vienna. In 1898 
Dr. Schenk astonished the scientific world 
by announcing that he had discovered the se- 
cret of sex, and that it could be regulated by 
diet on the part of the mother. He was much 
opposed and finally forced to resign his posi- 
tion. He claimed to the last that his theory 
was proved by many cases trusted to his sur- 
veillance. Dr. Schenk was the author of 
“Handbook of Histology,” “Handbook of 
Comparative Embryology of Vertebrate Ani- 
mals,” “A Contribution to the Theory of Ar- 
tificial Trout Culture,’ “The Influence of 
Color on the Development of the Life of Ani- 
mals,” “On Micro-organism,’ and a two-vol- 
ume work, “History of Evolution.” Besides 
these Professor Schenk wrote a great num- 
ber of scientific treatises on physiology and 
embryology.
